patient  requires  immediate  care  and  treatment  in 
Woodlands  School. 

The  Form  A  and  the  two  completed  Forms  B 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Medical  Superintendent, 
The  Woodlands  School,  and  the  patient  shall  there¬ 
upon  be  placed  on  a  waiting  list  for  admission  when 
the  Medical  Superintendent,  The  Woodlands  School, 
determines  that  it  is  possible  to  admit  the  patient. 

The  Medical  Superintendent  shall  advise  the 
relative  or  other  person  who  has  signed  Form  A  in 
respect  of  the  patient  as  to  his  decision  regarding 
the  admission  of  the  patient,  and  shall  admit  the 
patient  as  a  vacancy  occurs.

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week.
